the expectation thatif the rumors of Presi-
dent Carnot's implicstion in the scsndal be
realized the Anarehists, Socialists and gen-
eral riffraff of Paris, Lyons and Marseilles
will barrieade the streets and Sght in the
interest of & grest upheaval
In this case the wish is not father to the
thought, as every since the siege of Paris
Germsan sintesmen have desired above all
things sbrosd that France should havea
stable government, with strength to ~heck
the turbulence of Socialists and Chanvinists.
Upen such a government Bismarck, Em-
peror William I, the present Emperor and
Count Caprivi are known to have built their
bopes for the peace of Europe.
All Europe Affecied by the Crisls.
The present crisis csuses hardly less ap-
prehension here than in Paris, and editors
sod politicians ntter pessimistic prophecies
as to the probability of & revolutionary out-
break, On Wednesday the Conservative
Ricktsbole, in a leader entitled *“The Begin-
ning of the End,”” dwelt upon the evils
likely to follow to all Enrope from the
scandal, and drew a moral lesson for Social
Demoersts and Liberals in Germany con-
cerning the “‘inherent rotienness of repub-
liean institutions.”
On Friday the Forwserts, Social Demoerat
organ, retorted:
The Richtsbede is correct. This is the be-

~*~ginning of the end—the end of the false

world, but not the end of dewmocracy, of
socialism'and of labor. ;

The words of Prince Bismarck to a
Freoch journalist, that the action agsiost
De Lesseps and hix colleagues was due -to
the influence of socialism were significant,
He sanid: “Socialism 1s the deadly enemy
of thieves; socialism slone is capable of
freeing us from thieves sand their spolis-
tion. The sotion of the Sociglists in France
is merely the beginning of & general cam-
paign sgainst ecorruption in wther coun-
tries””

Trouble for independent Conservatives.

Herr Von Helldort has got his new-bora
party of Independent Conservatives into a
rather tight place by his sudden enthusiasm
jor the military bilL. Among the 20 or

two dozen partisans whom he has counted -

among kis followers for a few weeks, dis-
sensions sre slready rife, and the addition
of occasional converis from the ranks of
the old parties will hardly compensate for
the disintegration in the organizstion of the
criginal members. <

Herr Von Helldorf, in fact, enjoys in a
too high degree the privileges of persona
grata at court to be fitted for the leader-
ship of an avowedly independent party of
any sort. His recent change of sttitude
towsrd the militery bill was due to an audi-
enoe which he had with the Emperor a few
days age. The Emperor urged him to ig-
nore petty differences for a shori time and
to bend his energies towsard helping the
Government save the military bill The
first tangible result of this conference wasa
eonciliatory leader in Herr Von Helldor!’s
Conservative weekly., In this article the
lndependent-Couservative leader urged the
Deputies in the Eeichstag to swallow the
wilitary bill whole, on the ground that its
proposals would lose all economic mad
financial value [f they were emasculated,
as had been suggested by several Liberal
members.

After the bill Lns
onee been introaomeoed the rejection of is
woula react mos: disadvantageously upon
all ntiewmpis to preserve permanently the
peace of Europe. There is now no way of
retreat.

John J. Regun, sn English was the
first of those enumersted to put his prin-
ciples into practice. He went broke on the
racgs, broke in pocket and In spirit, and
with a bullet be scattered his brains over
his bedroom floor. Andrew Benson, &
teamster, celebrated Christmas kﬂ
by s wholesale absorption of red liguor,
and he oushered in the Christmas
morning by slashing his throat with a
knife.

AN IMMENSE CONCESSION.

The Mexi Gover t Sells 800,000
Acres of Land for 40 Cents an Acre.
City oF MEXico, Dec 25 —[Special ]—
One of the most valusble and extensive

colonization e ever gr d by
the Mexican Government has just
been granted 1o Rafael Dorantes,
&  prowinent capitalist of this
city. By the terms of the contract the

Government agreed to sell to Mr. Dorantes
£00,000 acres oi rich agricultural land in the
Suates of Tabuseo and Chiupus, &t 40 cents
an acre. This price is to be paid in five
vearly ipstallments, in paper of the
recognized  public  debt, commencing
May 1, 1883, The grantee obliges him-
selt to settle the lnud with colonists as the
rate of st least two families 1o every 1,000
acres, each settler 1o have 23 acres ceded to-

bhim. ‘Toguarantee compliance with this |

contract Mr. Dorantes must within six
months deposit $2,000 in paper of the pub-
lic debt in the National Bank of Mexico,
The concession is subject 10 the coloniza-
tion law of December 15, 1883, now in
foroe, and the settlers are granted the usual
exemptions and franchises stipulated in all
similar concessions. The titles to the land
will be issued to Mr. Dorantes br ihe
Government as he pays for' and colonizes
the suceessive lots Failure to comply
with any of the stipulations of the contract
inenrs its forfeiture, together with the
guarantee deposit. .

ALL PLEASED TO SEE HIM BACK AGAIN

New YOorK, Dec. 25, —Father MeGlynn
put on priestly robes and resumed hia
priestly duties again this morning for the
first time since « his excommunleation five
years and a half ago. He celebrated mass
in private in St John's College cnupel,
Brooklyn, taking advantage of the fact that
it was Christmas. This is the only day in
the year that this privilege is allowed a
priest.

A number of Dr. MoGlynn's friends were
present. The reinstated priest sent a tele-
gram to Dr. Henry Carey, of Second ave-
nue and Thirtieth street, yesterday, notify-
ing him of this fact, Dr. Osrey is one of Dr.
MeGlynn's stanchest supporters, The tele
gram was as follows:

Greetings and love to all frienas. 1 shall

celebrate muss to-morrow in Brooklvi.
E McoGLYNN.

There is & singular feature in econnection
with Dr. McGlyon's return to the pulpit
this morning. It was on Christmas Day
six years sgo that he received the eable-
gram summoning bim to Rome. Dr. Me-
Glyann spent the grester portion of yester-
day in his study at his home, No 699
Willoughby avenue, Brooklyn. He denied
himeelf to everybody except one or two
very olose friend: su;oounullon.

All Pleased Over the Reinstatement.

Dr. Carey, who has been & warm advoeate
snd friend of Dr. MeGlynn during all the
controversy, said yesterday: ‘“We eannot
belp viewing this as a victory for the peo-
ple, because Dr. McGlyon has been the
people's priest, and was dearly beloved by
them, and they have never ceased to pray
for this venclusion of the trouble.”

Father Malone, of Williamsburg, aaid:
“[ am more than pleased at his restoration
tn priestly duties, snd he can officiate in
any church where there is opportunity if
he so desires. I must say, too, that I am
most py to have lived long enough to
know that the ground principle of justice
—another name tor Christianity—has tri-
pmphed in the affaire of the Church in this
and many other instances. It is evident
that the Holy Father hse gone into the
matter deeply and wisely, and the proof
that he understood the ities of the
case was shown in sending his representa-
tive with plenary powers to this country to
settle all disputed matters. The decisions
of this representative will not be set aside
or'questioned, as he is the representative of
the H;I{v Bee.”

Dr. McGlyon’s old parishioners are al-
ready making efforts to have Lim assigned
to his former charge, St Stephen’s Chureh,
Many of them will attead Dr. Maloue's
church this moraing.

The Beginning of the Turmoeil.

The more recent mof Dr, MeGlynn,
those which led Im tely to his suspen-
sioti In 1886 and his excommunication the
pext year, and those whioh followed his ex-
communication, bave been of such char-
soter and volume as to quite erowd the
public eye and mind, and the fact is not

nerally considered that his contumacy
i:tu beck very manv years. It is, per-
haps, not well remembered that long be-
fors the Henry George entmﬁlnmem Dr
McGlynn got into serious trouble and dis-
tavor with his ecclesinstical superiors and
with Rome because of his convection with
the Irish Land Leaguoe doing«. Long be-
fore that again h8® was in conflict with his
Archbishop and his Church over the school
questiou. At a time when it was optional
whether he shonld build a parochisl school
or not in 8t Stephen’s parish, he refused to
build one.

‘When the Plenary Couneil at Baitimore
declared it to be a duty incumbent on
priesis to build and maintasin parochiul
schools wherever possible, Dr. McGlynn
direetly opposed the injunction and refused
to ohef it. It was urged at Rome that his

position was causing great scandal
Archbishop McCloskey, who was in Rome
at the time, was empowered to deal with
him. Bat Archbishop MeClosky was disio-
clined to make serious trouble for Dr. Mec-
@lyon, and in  his kindness of spirit
smogthed bver the ,difficulties aa best he
could without exposi Dr. MeGlyon to
the opgn censure of his Church.

He Was Denonnced to Eome,

For his connection with the Land League
agitation in 1882 Dr, MeGilyun was de-
nounced to Rome by several American
bishopa outside this diocese. In Aungust
of that year a letter was sent to Archbishop
Corrigan by Cardinal Simeoni, Prefect of
Propagands, calling attention to certain
speeches made by Dr. MeGlyun, which the
letter declared to be '‘propositions cpenly
contrary to the teachings of the Catholic
Church.” In Ssptember of the same yvear
another letter eame from Cardinal Simeoni,
in which was said:

In consequence o! information received
from various paris about the seandal caused
by the priest . dward MeGlynn, of yoareity,
by his viclent speechos in delonse of the
Irish. Land League, in whieh he bas de-
tended propositions openly contrary to the
teachings of the Cathelle Chureh, and Las
used lang utterly unbecoming 1o an
m the Holy Father hna just now

ded me to write your Eminence to
suspend the above-mentioneda priest, Me-
Glyun, from his snered ministry, uniess yon
nhoulti Ju Sucli measures excessive, con-
sidering the varlous ciroumstances, which
syou on the spot are better able than uny one
else to appreciate in your well known pru-

The letter furtber hoped thst Dr. Me-
Glynn would be bronght back to sounder
connsels, and to desist from “‘the course of
sction he has recently followed, to the sur-

rise and scandal of all those who have at

the-principles of justice always taught
by our holy religion.”
The Real Cause of the Troable.

These matters wers, however, in the toler-
ance of the Archbishon, pnnod over, and it
was not until he went into the Henry
George campaign and the Anti-Poreriy So-
ciety that he was finally excommunicated.

RAKING UP OLD EMBERS.

Mgr. Satolli Condemns It In the MeGlynn
Matter—Gratifiad at the Expressions of
] e—The Vatican Wil Stick to the
Legnate.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 25.—Myr. Satolli,
Papal legate, is much gratified by the gen-
eral expressions of pleasure with whien the
restoration of Dr. MeGlynn to his prisstly
office have been received in New York and
throughout the eountry. But he deplores
the {act that there has been shown a dis-
position to rake up the embers of the old
controversy and recall some of the expres-
sions that have been used in its continno-

anee.

“This proceeding,” says Mgr. Satolli,
“on the day of peace to men of good
will, on the day of the Dootor’s first mass
after the estrangement of years, is neither
Christian nor gentlemaniy. The dootor
has been sbsolved, the past is forgiven and
shonld be forgotten. recall it je insult
to him and disrespect to the suthority that
knows and has done what was necessary be-
fors absolving him.”

Regarding the telegram from Rome pub-
Jished to-day that the latest roporis re-
ceived here regarding Mgr. Satolli have
somewhat dampened previous enthusiasm,
and that it Is perceived that the gulf be-
iween Mgr. Satolli and the American bish-
ops will be harder to bridge over than was
supposed, it is stated at the Catholie
University that Mgr. Satolli’s privata ad-
vices from Rome which he receives
frequently are quite to the contrary. Thers
has been no dampeaed enthusiss it is
stated, and the Vatican has made known
its determination to uphold its legate
against all oppoSition. Another senience
in the same telegram reads: ‘‘President
Harrison 1s undersiood to have viewed the
ides of opening diplomatic relations with
BRome more favorably than Mr. Cleveland. "

Mgr. Satolli wishes to bave it stated that
there is no desire whatever on his part and
so far as he knows on the part of Presidens
Harrison to open up diplomatic relations
between the Vatican and Washington. At
a visit paid to the President two weeks
ago by Mgr. Satolli, secompanied by Father
O'Gorman, of the Catholic University, it is
said the former expressed his gratifica-
tion at welcoming the Papal legate.
Replying to Mgr. Satolli's expression
of thanks for courtesies extended to him on
his arrival at the port of New York, the
President is quoted as stating that those
couriesies wers paid a8 & representsa-
tive to the dedication of the World's Fair
buildings of one who bad taken the highest
interest in the success of the Fair and was
one of the most valued contributor.  Con-
tinving, President Harrison said be was
glad of the oceasion the legate's wisit
afforded to return his thanks to the Pope.

SLASHED BY A ROOMMATE.

Father and Son Attacked While Asleep In
Thelr Bedl. \

FrrcaBURG, Mass, Dee 25.—What
will probably prove a fatal stabbing affray
ocourred here lnst evening. John Felt--
morse, aged 38 years; Andrew Sampson,
aged 50 vears, and Sampson’s son Michael,
aged sbout 20 years, sll finish laborers, who
roomed together ou Fruit street, had been
drinking together during the ev.
